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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That Henry Shepard and L. E. Strong,
their heirs, executors, administrators or assigns shall have

the exclusive right and privilege for the period ot ten years
of keeping and maintaining a ferry across the Red Kiver,
at McCauleyville, in the county of Wilkin, in the state of
Minnesota, at any point within one mile northwardly or
southwardly up and down said river from a point on said
river opposite Fort Abercrombie, iu Dakota territory.

SEC. 2. The said Henry Shepard and L. E. Strong
shall, within six months after the passage of this act,
place and maintain upon such ferry such good aiid suffi-
cient boat or boats aa may be necessary to carry across
said river all teams, horses, cattle and other property, for
the accommodation of foot passengers, and shall at all
times give ready and prompt attention to passengers or
teams on all occasions and at all hours of the day or night,
but persons crossing said ferry with teams or otherwise
at night may be charged double the tare as hereinafter
prescribed.

Sec. 3. The said Henry Shepard and
their heirs or assigns may laud their boats, passengers
and property on any public highway which may terminate
within the points above specified or on the lands of any
person owning the same, first having procured their per-
mission to do so.

Sec. 4. The rates charged at said ferry shall not ex-

ed bf them, shall take, exact or receive any greater or high-
er rates of ferriage for transporting persona, teams, gooda
and chattels, or other things whatsoever, than are allowed
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by this act, any person so offending shall forfeit and pay
for every such offense the sum of ten dollars to be recov-
ered with costs of suit before any justice of the peace
within the said county, and for the use of any person who
shall sue for the same.

SEC. 6, If any other person or persons shall, after the PeMlty for ^.

place on the east side or shore of the said river within the
points above specified, every such person shall, for every
